Also, 
many public wash-basins, in order to 
save water and overflowing, have 
spring taps that resist any effort the 
individial may take to wash or rinse 
his hands in running water. Trains 
at least, do provide g separate basin 
for brushing the teeth, 

The dirt we can see Is, penerally 
Speak‘ng, not dangerous. The real 
damger ilies in the invisible dirt—se- 
cretions of the body — which carries 
with 't the germs cf disease; for ex- 
ample, the saliva deposit:d oa the 
common drinking cup. It would seem 
reasonable, from all we know, to say 
that hands should be washed In run- 
ning water—the way the surgeon p,e- 
pares his hands before an operation 
—and that all wash ‘basins shou!d be 
equipped to make this possible.
